Medoff,  under  the  direction  of  Fre- 
drica  Lawlor.  The  play  was  a  gripping 
and  incisive  drama  set  in  a  small^Mew 
Mexico  diner  in  the  1960's.  The  action 
centered  around  Teddy,  who  terror- 
izes the  employees  and  patrons.  With 
dark,  sardonic  humor,  Teddy  discov- 
ers the  vulnerabilities  of  everyone 
present  in  the  diner  and  preys  upon 
them,  cruelly  baring  the  souls  of  all 
present.  Quest  artist  Charles  Killian 
was  brought  in  as  fight  director  to 
choreograph  the  violence  in  the  show 
to  insure  effectiveness  and  conviction 
as  well  as  to  insure  the  safety  of  the 
cast  members.
